The second class, or the Tunesian Jews, 
amount to about 11,300 ; these like those 
of Algiers, carry on various trades : among 
them also persons of property are educa- 
ted in some profession, of which they may 
avail themselves in case of need, for under 
a government similar to that of Barbary, 
where the Jews are treated with little res- 
pect, a respectable individual may be in a 
moment reduced to nothing, and haye no 
means of support but those afforded him by 
his industry. 

The Jews of this kingdom are much 


given to wine, and the greater part have 


two wives, and what is still worse, without 
the means of maintaining them, so that gen- 


erally they are very poor; many families 


live under the same roof, they are very 


dirty, pusillanimous, and perfidious.

is estimated at 3,000; they have seven 
synagogues, and pay an annual tax to the 
Bashaw of about two thousand dollars. 
They are governed by their Caid, who is 
appoimted by the prince, but whose power 
extends io the punishment only of of- 
fences not capital. The Jews in the vicin- 
ity are likewise under his authority; but 
those of Bengazi and Derne have their 
respective Caids. The number in those 
places may be reckoned at 1000. The 
Rabbies in Tripoli are about twenty, who 
are paid from three to four dollars a week. 
In the vicinity of Tripoli (called the Gar- 
dens,) there muy be about twenty Jews 
who have no synagogue, but pray in their 
houses, An anuual visit is paid by a rabbi 
from Jerusalem, who is appointed by the 
chief of the holy land for the purpose of 
collecting money; and who may get in 
Tripoli a thousand dollars. They have 
synagogues at Arzon, Tagioura, Tajur Me- 
surata, Bengazi and Derne. Their printed 
books they bay from Leghorn, their man- 
uscripts from ‘Tunis.”

At a meeting of a Missionary Society in 
Gloucestershire (Eng.) in August last, a ve- 
y pleasing letter was read from Mr. Rob- 
ért Mends, a native of Dursley, and former- 
ly an attendant at that very place of wor- 
ship, in which the meeting was held, who 
is now a lieutenant in the Royal African 
Corps stationed in the colony of the Cape 
of Good Hope. The letter is dated Algoa 
Bay, near Bethelsdorp, April 6, 1818, ad- 


dressed to the Rev. W. Bennett, Dursley ; 
and is so valuable for the testimony it af- 
fords to the utility of Missionary labors in 
that country, that we are persuaded our 
readers will be gratified by the perusal of it : 


“« We had a very fine passage from Sierra 


Leone to the Cape ; only two months. On 
our arrival atthe Cape, we were ordered 
up the country to protect the property of 
the boors, who are constantly plundered of 
their cattle by the Caffres. Iam stationed 
here with 40 soldiers, about eight miles dis- 

tant from Bethelsdorp, a missionary settle- 
ment. | am intimately acquainted with sev- 

eral of the Missionaries, Mr. Evans, Mr. 

Messer, Mr. Hooper, and Mr. Corner, 

stationed at Bethelsdorp. One of them 

comes to the Bay every Sunday to preach 

to the soldiers under my command. I have 

been in their church, and was surprised to 

see it crowded, so that there was scarcely 

room for me to enter. The Hotientots 

sing exceedingly well, and behave them- 

selves in a proper manner during the ser- 

vice. .Great improvements are going for- 

ward, and I hope success may attend the ef- 

forts of the good men, who leave England to 

come and live in such a country as this. 

The Hottentots of late are much improved 

in their dress, &c. I have a boy and agirl 

from the school at Bethelsdorp living with 

me; the boy takes care ofmy horse, and 
the girl cooks and washes, &c, They would 

not enter into any agreement with me un-

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INTEMPERANCE IN BOSTON. 


Extract from the Sixth Innual Report of the 
Massachusetts Society for the Suppression 
of Intemperance.—Dec. 1818. 


At the annual meeting of this Society, 
the present year, a desire was expressed 
by some members, that the number of li- 
cences taken out by innholders and others, 
who vend spirituous liquors, in the several 
counties of this Commonwealth, should be 
ascertained. Tocommence this task, we 
will state the following returns, taken from 
the public records of the county of Suffolk, 
with some remarks. 

In a year beginning the first Tuesday of 
July, 1208, there were granted in this 
county, 44 licenses to innholders, and 326 
to retailers—total 370. Ina year com-| 
mencing the first Tuesday of July, 1817, 
i1 licenses were granted to confectioners, 
62 to retailers, 120 to victuallers, and 43 
to innholders, (2 of which were for Chel- 
sea,) amounting to 536 licenses of all de- 
scriptions. 

By comparing the last census of Boston 
with that taken 10 years before, the ratio 
of increase is found to be 1029 to 1000.-—
